The Roxy 
Theatre in Atlanta and the- 
atres in Washington, D. C., New 
York City, Boston and Chicago 
are the only places where Cin- 
rama has been shown up to 
now. The theatre has to be es- 
pecially equipped and at great 
expense,

On this world tour, we visit- 
ed so many places and suv so 
many sights, it would be fol.y 
to try to enumerate them. 
However, I cannot resist the 
urge to mention a breath-tak- 
ing runaway-train ride in the 
Himalaya Mountains of South 
America. 

All of the pessengers anzi the 
trasn crew left the train at one 
boint to help push it over a 
hump, with the exception cf 
one hobo. We were loaded onto 
the stalled train and away it 
went on its thrilling race down 
the mountain slopes. A roller- 
caster ride or loop-the loop 
escapade could be compared 
with that train ride. 

The train got up such speed, 
the track was so crooked and 
frail and the going was so 
rought that a wreck seemed 
momentarily imminent. I be- 
came decidedly dizzy and faint, 
but we finally reached the bot- 
tom of the grade in safety. 
Fortunately, as soon as we got 
ofi that train, our faintness 
and dizziness disappeared.

CAR CRACK-UP 


Jefferson A. Carnley III is in 
Maxwell Field hospital in 
Montgomery, from injuries suf- 
fered in an automobile accident 
near Thomasville, Ga., last 
Wednesday evening, his aunt, 
Mrs. Josephine Kendrick, learn- 
ed here. 

She said the family here had 
not been able to obtain any 
definite details of the accident 
other than that Jeff was picked 
up and takento the hospital at 
the Marine Corps Base hospital 
at Albany, Ga., where he is 
stationed. On account of the 
seriousness of his condition, he 
was transferred to Maxwell 
Field Hospital at Montgomery, 
where he was found to be suf- 
fering from a skull fracture 
and brain injury.

Dorsey Pays Cash Incentive Equal To 


50 Per Cent of Base

The Dorsey Trailers account- 
ing department announced 
this week that it has complet- 
ed its audit for the month of 
May and its total profit shar- 
ing percentage figure, includ- 
ing cash incentive pay and re- 
tirement fund, amounted to 
57.2 per cent of covered em- 
ployees’ base wages for last 
month. 

The company decided to pay 
the majority of the above per- 
centage figure in cash incen- 
tive wages and 7.2 per cent of 
the total to the retirement 
fund. This makes the cash in- 
centive contribution equal to 
50 per cent of each covered 
employee’s base wafes for the 
past month. 

The company states that it 
employees realize 
that by paying so much of its 
total profit sharing percentage 
in cash, it is not building as 
great a contribution to its re- 
tirement fund as was done last 
year. This year’s contribution 
to the fund will be a little 
more than one-half of what it 
was last year, but it is thought 
the new policy will be popular 
with a majority of the employ- 
ees. 

Management said that the in- 
spection department is in an 
ideal position to compare the 
overall improvements in work- 
manship and appearance made 
in the trailers produced from 
week to week. It has been com- 
paring stock trailers sold re. 
cently that were built some 12 
months ago and it is remark- 
eble to see the improvement 
made in workmanship and oy- 
eral] appearance in those trail- 
ers and the ones being pro- 
duced today.

past, a great deal of plastic 
wood had to be used to cover 
holes drilled in plywood by 
mistake, but this situation has 
improved all over the plant. 

Trailers are now being more 
uniformly built than in the 
past. Riveting and welding is 
greatly superior. 

The plant will be closed for 
inventory and vacation begin- 
ning next Thursday, June 28, 
until Monday, July 8. The in- 
ventory will begin Saturday, 
June 29, 

Dorsey Trailers has more in- 
ventory at the present time 
than ever before. 

The traffic department re- 
ports that it has had an un- 
usually heavy workload during 
the months of March, April 
and May, as evidenced by the 
number of trips, miles traveled 
and pounds of material hauled. 
They have made a total of 812 
trips during the three-month 
period as compared with 395 
trips during the same period 
last year. 

Dorsey trucks have traveled 
962,555 miles during March, 
April and May of this year as 
compared with 628,151 miles 
during the same period last

They have hauled an aston- 
ishing total of 16,028,484 
pounds of material as compar- 
ed with 5,795,932 pounds dur- 
ing the similar period in 1956.

COUNCIL NEWS

The #lba City Council met in 
regular monthly session Mon- 
day night with Mayor Hersche! 
Taylor presiding and all coun- 
cilmen present. Clerk George 
Jones recorded the proceedings, 

Chairman Leslie M. Johnson 
Miss Lallie Harper and Horton 
Ben Larkins 
Elba Hospital Board. Dr. John- 
son stated that the Board had 
held numerous meetings and 
Spent many hours of valuable 
time and he thought the time 
had come for a show-down. as 
if no action could be taken by 
this time, the Board mieht just 
as well fold up asd quit. He 
Stated that the Southern Bene- 
fit Insurance Company had do- 
nated lights, air conditioning 
and other things that cost 
money in furnishing a meeting 
place for the Board from time 
to time during the past many 
months, c 

Hospital Favored 

Chairman Johnson introduc- 
ed Horton Ben Larkins, who 
made a very clear explanation 
of the hospital situation as he 
had found it after making a 
thorough investigation. He said 
he had been assured by a large 
majority of the many Elba cit- 
izens he had contacted that 
they were wholeheartedly in 

favor of a hospital for Elba. 

Mr. Larkins. said he is con- 
vinced that a city sales tax is 
the only practical means of 
raising the required amount 
Elba must furnish in order to 
secure a hospital here, and it 
is also the fairest, as it would 
give every resident 4 share in 
raising the money. 

Mr. Larkins said it is esti- 
mated that 2 one-cent sales 
tax would cost each resident 
of Elba appreximately eight to 
nine dollars per year and would 
furnish approximately $30.000 
per year, which would raise the 
amount neded to huild and 
cperate the hospital for the 
first five to six years. 

Mr. Larkins stated that cities 
all over Alabama are getting 
hospitals, some of them smaller 
than Elba. He said thal when 
& rewcomer locates in a town 
or city. there are three first 
thines he wants to know about: 
churches, schools and hospital 
facilities, 

Ordinance 'fo Be Drawn 

After discussion, the Council 
voted to have City Attorney 
Charles L. Rowe draw up an 
ordinanve levying a one cent 
city sales tax for securing a 
hospital for Elba. 

It was agreed that such a 
tax would put the principal 
burden on the shoulders of the 
merchants of our community, 
and the councilmen who are 
merchants, comprising a ma- 
jority of the membership of the 
body, are to be commended for 
their unselfish action. 

Manufactory Planned 

Boyd Murphree, President of 
the Elba Chamber of Com- 
merce, introduced G. B. Para- 
more, of Marietta, Ga., who 
gave a clearcut explanation of 
his proposal to manufacture 
his “Electric Nursery Queen,” 
an attractive form of automat- 
ic nurse. 

Mr. Paramore stated that he 
had already raised $20,000 of 
the required initial $25,000 and 
had secured the old peanut 
butter factory building which 
he will rent from its present 
owner, the Flack Lumber Com- 
pany. He asked the City Coun- 
cil to waive the city license 
and help out on the city taxes 
for « period of ten years. 

Would Employ i0 

He said the factory would 
probably employ as many as 
ten persons at the outset and 
should steadily grow into an 
important industry. He said 
he anicipates no great diffi-

Then I drain the fuel tank com- 
pletely and refill it with an espe- 
cially light fuel mixture.

Then I start and run 
the engine for 30 seconds to fill the 
fuel system, This process prevents 
condensation during storage.

NEED 5 LBS. 
FEED TO GET 
DOZEN EGGS 


AUBURN— During these days 
of low egg prices, poultrymen 
are beginning to wonder just 
how to produce anest egg in 
their business, Certainly no hen 
can Jay one, but a little more 
efficient poultry operation 
might allow the producer to 
lay one by 

And once the poultryman 
Starts checking to see how he 
can make Jhis operation more 
effieient, he comes up with the 
guestion of how many pounds 
of feed it takes to produce a 
dozen eggs? This week APT Ex- 
tension Poultryman Hoyt M. 
Warren answered that a good 
average would be five pounds 
per dozen for the entire laying 
year. Those having a feed con- 
versation of six pounds per doz- 
en eggs are spending about a 
nickel more to get each dozen. 

As a start, Warren Suggested 
careful management, Too full 
hoppers can waste about 25 
percent of the feed. Haste in 
the hoppers will also waste 
feed, and it’s expensive litter. 

Production rate is very im- 
portant. A five pound hen lay- 


ing only 40 percent eats about 


seven pounds of feed per dozen 
eggs. But the same size hen lay- 
ing 80 percent requires only 
four pounds of feed per dozen 
eggs. 

Warren said a small bird is 
more efficient than a larger 
one. A four pound hen laying 
60 percent requires only five 
pounds of feed per dozen eggs, 
while a six pound hen laying 
at the same rate requires about 
Six pounds per dozen. 

Keeping chickens cool this 
Summer will help keep pro- 
duction up. For cooliness have 
green grass around the laying 
house, keeping the weeds cut, 
open tHe house on all sides, re- 
move all but two or three inch- 
es of litter, and keep water 
coo),
